Disposing of Youngsters — W'. Perkins Arrives. 

— Tlie ride originated 
to Captain Cassatt, of .New York and I’hiladel|iliia. 
and adopted by tlie Jockey Club, the Cjtnadian Rac- 
ing A.ssociations and the Kentuekv State Kaeing 
Comnii.ssiou under agreed a< lion foriiidding the rac- 
ing of two-.v ear obis Ijefore .\pril 1. under penalty 
of banishment from tracks, gorernetl b.v tliese liodies. 
until Januar.y 1. of their tliree- year -old form, has 

• aiiseil (J. W. .1. Bissell of I’ittslmrgh. to instruct 
Jlnl Brice Headle.v to sell all of the two-year-olds 
ami yearling- Itisseil now owii.s. 

”1 have Ix-en for several years breeding the 
liorses 1 liave raced.” said Bissell. “and I have 
ra«-ed them in tlic winter lieeauso tlie winter is my 
pla.vtime. I found ni.v pleasure in going to the 
winter tra>'ks and s*.*.ing my two-year-olds run. 
Siicli as I did not wish to carry tlirough tlie summer 
1 soM when tlie winter meetings were over. This 
rule has destroyed my fuii. and likewise bus killed 
tile market for the medium horse.

sire in tliis coiintr.v or an.v other ever surpassed or eiiiialled that remarkable record. Necessaril.v he 

headed the list of sires of winning two-year-olds. Rat in 1917 lie had to give wa.v to a young and iiisty 
niemlier of tlie flourishing house of Ronnie Scotland in Sweep, wliii-ii liad one winning Iwo-.vear-old in 
191U. but vaulted into the leadershi|i in 1917 with nineteen. Star Sinait was a goml second with an addi- 
tion to his liiige faniil.v of fifteen winners. Marathon sent eleven winners to tlie races, of whieli Jack 
Hare Jr. was one of tlie front rank two-.vear-olds of tlie .vear. ITiele followed with ten. of wliieji the

W liitm .V. Besides these lioi’ses Mr. Whitne.v has 
twelve otliers at IVasliiiigton. in tlie liands of ’UlxTt 
Simons, iiiaking tliirty-eiglit in all tliat will carry 
tli > Wliitiiey colors this .vear. unless some of thciii 
are .s<dd. This ma.v be the case, as a spring .season 
rarel.v passes wtihout a sale of some sort taking 
pl.icc. Ill tills connection it ma.v also lie said that 
•luite a few liorses have been discard>>d from tlie 
Wliitiiey stable which have develo4H>d into goisl 
ones. .Notable among these is Tipiiitv Witclict. 
Cudgel and Enideii. all sold withiii the oast two 
years. "Mr. Wliitiiey breed.s to sell as well .a.s to 
race.” is Mr. Rowe’s reply when the iiuestion of 
purchase is put. 

Of the twenty-seven in tlie hands of Mr. Rowe 
eleven are in and iM>,voiid the tiiree-year-old divis- 
ion. notably Rorrow. the old gelding wliiili. liis 
astute trainer lalieves. has not yet outlived his 
usefulness. Rickety is probable the best of the 
numlier if he was sound. Age may Have done mueli 
for tills liorse or lie would proliably b*> on the re- 
tired list. Tlinmlerer was shelved early last yeoiv. 
lie might eome baek to Ills two-.vear-old form. 
Mr. Rowe is giving him a clianee. The others in- 
elmie Cliiele. Bellriiig<>r. Tumbler. Out o’ the Wa.v. 
Jobren. Flags. Rosie O’Grad.v and Siiugold. Little 
is known of Out o’ the Wa.v, Jobren and Flags. 

YOUNGSTERS ARE HIGHLY-BRED. 

The t w<i-ye;ir-oIds are the progeny of the bluest 
bhsid of this eouutr.v ami EuroiN>. .\moiig the sin’s 
are such lior'es as BriHiinstick. sire of some of the 
ts'st liorses in tlds eountry; Tracery, for wliich 
August Beliiioiit refused $200. (KH*: Bayardo. and 

Polymeliis, tlie last two among tlie most noLilile 
Eiiglisli sires of toda.v. 'I'liere are also Peter Pan, 
line of the Ix-st horses emanating from tlie Castleloii 
Stud: Hamburg, one of tlie gn*atest liorsi’s that eviT 
raced ill tliis <-ountr.v, and Wliiskbrisiiiv IL, which 
liolds tlie .American record of 2:0*1 for a mile 
and a uuarler. iiiade over the Belmont Park track. 
On the mater side of tlie breeding the lilooded lines 
run throngli tlie purest stmk of generations. 

If soni.> of these youngsters do not aecomplisli 
great things tliis year, it will 1 m> no fault of their 
trainer, who seems t>> !«■ more eoiifideiit than usual 
that he has a band of horses that will hold tlwir 
own with any in the land. Jlr. Rowe, liowever, 
makes no prcilictions. 

"Tliey IcHik iiretty nmcli alike to me until they 
sliowe sniM'riorily.” said lie. "Tliey get tlieir meals 
and exerei.se regiilarl.v and tlie seluMiling tlie.v re- 
iiuire to make them racers. Naturall.v. I have m.v 
ideas of wliii-li ones give the most |iromise. lint .voii 
can never tell just wlicrc llie.v lieloiig unlil they 
liavi' bi'cii to tlie post. I..ook at Tippit.v Witchet. 
He w.i' 110 liigger than a goat when he was a 
.voungster and yet .820..5U0 was paid for liiiii after 
lie liad raced one season. ‘Little Tip’ would not 
have been sold so cheaply had aii.voiie known he 
would tuni out such a useful amt valuable horse. 

"It will !«• some weks liefore anything definite 
can Ih> told about aii.v of them, and then it will 
only apply to speed in training. Some ma.v be 
morning dories and otliers bad post actors, wliib- 
the iiia.iority will surely gi-ade down to selling plat- 
ers if the l:iw of :ivenig'>s asserts itself as it al- 
ways tloes ill raee liorses.” 

SIMONS GETS SOME GOOD ONES. 

Speaking of tlie horses in eliarge of .Albert Simons, 
at Wasliiiigtoii, .Mr. Rowe said lie iiaid them a visit 
some lime ago and tlie.v all looked liealtli.v and had 
wintered well. "It is not to lie siipimsed tliat Si- 
mons has the piik of the AA'Iiitliey st.llile.” saiil 
Ro\\i>. “lint lie lias .some miglit.v fine horses, ami he 
uill get them to the races early ill the spring, (iroli- 
ably at P.owie. Simons i.s seliediired to get til*’ 
skimmed milk of the stable, but he sometimes de- 
velops a good one out of the baud. It was he who 
sent 'I'ippit.v AVitehet to the post tlu> first time, 
ami. for all we know, lie ma.v liave another sensa- 
tion this .vear. 

••Simons also lias a filly liy Broomstick — Lea.vo- 
iiara. IM-Ioiigiiig to L. S. Thompson, and a gelding 
by .All Gold — Boisterous, owned ti.v .Mrs. Pa.viie WTiit- 
iio.v. making aliout fourteen liorses in all. I should 
not be surprised if Simons shows two or tim-e giKwl 
horses this year, as it took some time to decide 
wliieli would 1 m‘ turned oviT to liim.
